A great many people hoot 
at the idea that suen a hideous vice will 
ever be endured, much less embraced, 
by any small per cent, of the American 
people, but at this supper there were 
no less than three or four dozen white 
people so depraved as to lend their 
presence to the furtherance of the pro¬ 
posed scheme to institute social equali¬ 
ty and even intermarriage of the rac.es. 
The reading of the account of the sup¬ 
per in question is rather revolting, but 
the public should be kept aware of the 
contemptible schemes which the negro 
lovers of the East are working. The 
Indiana white cappers or the Kentucky 
night riders should hSve hear.l of that 
supper in time to do it full justice.”

Frankfort, Ky., April 30.—Alvin 
Seekamp, editor of the weekly paper 
published in Louisville called the Crit¬ 
erion, to-day entered a plea of guilty to 
the charge of criminal libel, aqd a fine 
of SI.000 was entered against him. The 
fine was paid promptly and Mr. See¬ 
kamp released. He published in the 
Criterion an article, which was copied 
from a St. Louis weekly paper, which 
reflected on J. C. W. Beckham, form¬ 
erly Governor, but now an attorney in 
Frankfort. The amount of the fine was 
agreed to before the case was called, 
and no evidence was introduced, Mr.

Keeper Charles F. Snyder, of the rep- 
' tile house, and Dr. Runyan. Those who 
had gathered around the table expect¬ 
ing to see the deadly reptile brought 
into the room securely caged were 
thrown, mto a panic when Head Keeper 
Snyder appeared bearing the writhing 
monster at arm's length on a piece of 
slender wire. They were reassured a 
moment later, however, when the i 
snake was placed upon the table, his ! 
head pinioned, and Dr. Ditmars seized | 
him in a firm grip. 

Holding the reptile close to his body 
with the head pointing outward. Dr. 
Ditmars gave the signal and Keeper 
Snyder thrust into the snake’s mouth j 
the receptacle which had been prepared 
to receive the venom. It was a glass 
of unusual strength, and the wide 1 
apertilre at the top had been covered 
with medicated gauze and securely 
fixed in place. When the receptacle! 
was at a point less than half an inch 
from the viper’s nose there was a lunge ] 
forward so quick that the eye scarcely 
could follow it, the mouth was thrown 1 
open, the lips which covered the cruel 
fangs were curled back, and with a 
snap the fangs tore through the cloth, 
the jaws closed sharply and the poison, 
endugh to kill a dozen men, spurted 
harmlessly into the glass. • 

The snake will be kept in captivity, 1 
and if he survives it is likely that other 
operations will be performed from j 
[ time to time, and the future supply of 1 
serum made secure, possibly for cen- 
turies. It is hardly likely that the viper I 
[ will live long, however. This specimen ' 
has not eaten since he was captured in 
the wilds of Brazil, more than a month 
ago, and the experts at the Zoological 
Garden say that unless he soon t^kes 
nourishment he will languished die. 


Barn Burned. 


Farmhouse Antiques. 


Harrodsburg Herald: The substantial 
barn of Mr. J. G. Mallon, at his resi¬ 
dence on Lexington street, burned 
Thursday night between 9 and 10 
o’clock. His $860 automobile, a $135 
phaeto^, thirty barrels of com and a 
quantity of oats ana hay was con¬ 
sumed, making the loss about $1,600 
with only $1,000 insurance. The intense 
heat from the burning building ruined 
Mr. Mallon’s strawberry bed and a 
number of fruit and am^mental trees. 
A lot of fencing was also burned. The 
fire was evidently the work of an in¬ 
cendiary, as those who first arrived on 
the scene found the door of the barn, 
which had been locked at dark, stai d- 
ing open. 


A highly ingenious device for put¬ 
ting on the market “old” furniture, 
the faking of which is quite a con¬ 
siderable industry in the 'western 
midlands in England, has been told 
by a dealer.

They are provided for him 
by a judicious peppering with small 
shot, and lest he should be suspicious 
and probe for worm dust they are 
carefully “salted” with fine sand. 


Taken from Lance head Viper. 
Supply of Serum Sufficient 
For Half a Century. 


New York, April 26.—For the first 
time in eighty years, and the second 1 
time in the history of the science of j 
medicine, an operation for the extrac¬ 
tion of venom from the deadly lance j 
head viper, said to be the most poison- ' 
ous of all known reptiles, was per¬ 
formed at the Bronx Zoological Park j 
to-day. The operation, which was di¬ 
rected' by E. W. Runyan, of this city, j 
through whose efforts the snake was 
captured and brought to New York, 
was a complete success, and as a result 
science once more has a plentiful sup¬ 
ply of the serum which has b(sen found 
almost invaluable in the treatment of 
extreme cases of insanity and also of 
many of the malignant diseases. 

The extremely powerful nature of 
the lance head’s venow can be no bet¬ 
ter described, probably, than by decla¬ 
ration of one of the scientists who wit¬ 
nessed the operation to-day. When the 
perilous task had been completed and 
the precious fluid had been obtained, 
carefully weighed and found to be less 
than a third of an ordinary teaspoonful 
in quantity, he announced that the sup¬ 
ply was ample to meet the demands of 
the world for at least half a century. 
He explained at the same time that 
this would provide for the most wide¬ 
spread use of the seium in all the ma¬ 
lignant diseases, such as typhoid and 
scarlet fever and diphtheria. So power¬ 
ful is the action that it prescribed only 
in the most minute quantities, the larg¬ 
est potion commonly used containing 
only one tenirillionth of a grain. From 
that point the trituration continues 
down to a point where figures would be 
useless in attempting to describe it. 

To-day’s operation was the culmina¬ 
tion of years of painstaking trouble in 
which appeared almost insurmountable 
the course ot which many obstacles 
were finally overcome. So great is the 
dread of the reptile among the natives 
around the head waters of the Amazon, 
where it is to be found, and among sail¬ 
ors, who know ot its dangerous charac¬ 
ter, that it was only with the utmost 
difficulty that a specimen was captured 
and brought to New York. 

Those who participated in the opera¬ 
tion to-day were Dr. Raymond L. Dit¬ 
mars, curators of reptiles at the park; 
Dr. St, Clair Smith, one of the leading

Brazill's Black Diamonds. 


The mining methods employed are 
of the crudest nature, and the work 
is all done by native miners. The 
diamonds are found in a gravel 
known as “easealho,” which is ob¬ 
tained on the sides and slopes of the! 
Siucora mountains and in the Para-j 
guassu river bed and tributaries. 
Owners and less<*e3 of diamond lots 
generally allow well-known miners 
to work their properties, who receive 
a return of one-fifth to one-fourth 
of the value of their finds. The for¬ 
mer generally buy in all the precious 
stones themselves and sell them 
either on the spot to the diamond 
buyers who represent the Bahia 
firms, or the stones are shipped to 
Paris or London for their account, 
or on joint account with the firms 
established in Bahia, with their head 
offices at home. They receive from 
these firms from 80 to 90 per cent, 
of the value of the invoices, and the 
balance is paid after the goods are 
disposed of.
